HE new Great Northern, the fast- 
est merchant liner afloat under the 
United States flag, will arrive in 
Los Angeles harbor February 12 qith 
a large excursion party, according to 
the announcement made yesterday by 
C. E. Stone of San Francisco, general 
traffic manager for the Great Northern 
Pacific Steamship Company. He ig a 
guest at the Alexandria. 

More than one-half of the passen- 
gers on board the palatial © express 
steamer will disembark at the harbor 
for Los Angeles and near-by points. 
There are a number of distinguished 
persons in the passenger list, includ- 
ing George Horace Lorimer, editor of 
the Saturday Evening Post; Samuel G. 
Rilythe, the writer; George F. Baker, 
vice-president of the First National 
Rank of New York City; John Pills- 
bury, millionaire four merchant of 
Minneapolis; Norman Mack, Demo- 


cratic politician of Buffalo, and John 


Ringling, circus magnate. 
The Great Northern and its sister 


ship, the Northern Pacific, which will 
arrive on the Coast about one month 
later, will be placed in coastwise serv- 
ice between San Francisco and Port- 
land, via Astoria. in March. The boats 


will equal the time of the railroads 


‘The two great ships, which _ have 
been given the name of the “palaces 
of the Pacific,” were constructed by 
the Cramp company in Philadelphia, 
at a cost of $3,000,000 each.

SPOKEN IN THE WORLD. 
At the morning service of the First 


Congregational Church yeaterday Dr. 
Morris H. Turk on the eub- 
ject “The Majestic Christ,” taking for 
his text “Father, forgive them for they 
know not what they do.” Luke 23:34 
He said in part: 

“The most majestic moment in all 
time was drawing near. The su- 
Premest spiritual exaltation of the 
Supreme Man was at hand. The ma- 
Jestic greatness of earth and heaven 
were about to meet In one towering 
achievement. History and prophecy 
drew reverently near. The one ma- 
Jestic Life was to utter the most ma- 
Jestic words ever framed by human 
heart and lips. But the noisy, heart- 
less world did not heed or hear. The 
brutal work went on. But all the dis- 
cord and inhumanity in the world 
could not drown the sweetness of this 
voice. Neither the anguished cries of 
the crucified criminals nor the ribald 
jests of soldiers and priests, nor the 
voice of His mother crying her heart 
out—no, not even the ringing ham- 
mers that drove the spikes through 
His blessed hands could drown the 
sweetest words that ever hallowed hu- 
man epeech. “Father, forgive them 
for they know not what they do.” 
Here was the supreme and ultimate 
pupeoiaton of the majesty of the Mas- 
er. 

“The majestic Christ! What words 
can describe Him? His holiness is 


Tilike the reverent aisles in a majestic 


forest. His steadfastness is like the 
towering micht of the mountain 
Peaks. His limitiess love is like the 
measureless oceans which lave every 
shore. His redemptive purpose is like 
the unswerving stars in their celestril 
courses. 

“The majesty of Christ was not a 
gift conferred from without but was 
achieved from within. His majesty 
rests not chiefly on His intellectual 
Greatness, nor does it consist entirely 
in His spiritual perfection’ The su- 
Premest expression of Christ's ma- 
jesty is to be found in His tender- 
ness and forgiving spirit. 

“There were many factors which 
entered inte Christ's moral problem 
and which led to the gracious ma- 
jesty of His spirit. One fundamental 
fact was His utter faith in the moral 
integrity of the Universe and His con- 
fidence in the fidelity of the Divine 
administration. Christ believed and 
taught that not one jot or tittle of 
the law should pass until all should 
be fulfilled. He knew that every deed 
of hatred against Himself would find 
inevitable punishment ause the 
Universe is founded in righteousness. 
He knew furthermore and believed 
that ‘vengeance belonged to God. He 
had entire confidence that there would 
be an exact and faithful administra- 
tion of justice throughout the entire 
Universe. 

“Because He knew that every evil 
Geed would find its penalty, He had 
a prefound compassion for the man 
Who dared to do wrong.

“The Gospel of Jesus Christ cer- 
tainly sounds the proclamation of this 
life as the only chance. The ser- 
mons of Jesus are clear on this point. 
Many of His parables give such warn- 
ing. The same book that speaks of 
eternal life tells of eternal punish- 
ment. The same great teacher that 
spoke of heaven spoke of hell. Both 
rest on the same authority. Reject 
one, and you must reject the other. 
We cannot blame God with our 
punishment. “He is not. willing that 
any should perish.” “Whatsoever «4 
man soweth, that shall he also reap. 
Some say that a man having reached 
the next world, and seeing his dis- 
aster, will turn, the pain the cause 
of his reformation. But, tt le not so 
here in this world. Punishment & 
seldom reformatory, but only makes 
the offender a worse enemy to s0- 
ciety. Furthermore, 4 reformation in 
the next world is more improbable 
than a reformation here. Here, we 
start with all the imnocence of in- 
fancy: there, with all the accumulated 
bad habits of a lifetime. 

Another says, “Life is so short, we 
ought to have a chance In the next 
world." Life certainly char- 
acterised by brevity; only a short dis- 
tance between the cradle and the 
tomb. But remember that the flood 
was caused by the longevity of the 
antediluvians. The longer they 
lived the more wicked they became. 
A bad man will become worse the 
longer he lives. Again, the world 
would not be safe if men had a chance 
in the next. Preach this He of the 
evil one up and down our land and 
pandemonium would result. Many 
would gay, let us give little atten- 
tion to life here: yonder, the test wil! 
come when we try it all over again 

“Lastly, why should an opportunity 
be given aghin when so many have 
been rejected here. . If the steamer is 
to eall for San Francisco and we 
wish to go that wuy, and we read 
in the paper every day for a week the 
time of sailing and then go down to 
the dock fifteen minutes after it has 
shoved off inte the ocean, and say, 
‘Come back. Give me another chance. 
Throw out the gang-plank and Iiet 
me aboard.’ Such behavior would in 
vite arrest as a madman.

One te what man thinks, the other 
what God says. Human reason has 
always failed at the Christ. Men say 
Jesus Christ was a creature.

When hu- 
man reason has produced its highest 
calculation of the person of the Son 
of God, it says, ‘He is John the Bap- 
tist, Elias, Jeremiah or one of the 
prophets. But when divine revelation 
and spiritual tllumination has been 
vouchsafed the answer is, Thou art 
the Christ. the Son of the living 
God.’ This is not the estimation of 
flesh and blood, but the affirmation of 
the Father.

Not many 
would be willing today to assert that 
the world is growing better. And yet, 
when we understand it all, there may 
be a sense in which the world is im- 
proving. The fact te there are two 
worlds. 

“There is a world that is growing 
better and there is one that is grow- 
ing worse, and their divorcement will 
more and mere attract attention to 
their contrasts. The world that Paul 
was thinking of in his letter to the 
Galatians was that unsaved world 
that lay outside the saving influence 
of the new-found gospel of Jesus 
Christ. There is among us today that 
same world. It is an evil world. There 
are those who ask us why Christian- 
ity has not stcpped this degeneration 
of an evil world. .The only reason 
is that full-orbed Christianity has 
not been tried. 

“We have tearned the tenets of 
Christian doctrine, but we have only 
in a small measure ever put its prin- 
ciples into practice in the business 
and physical world. Our politics and 
our @fplomacy have not been done ac- 
cording tc the Sermon on the Mount. 
We have failed to bri Christianity 
down to the everyday life of the 
world. Christianity has been too nice 
to attack the devil's strongholds. We 
were too mora! to publicly attack the 
sine of lust and the wickedness of 
our eceial relations. We who are 
Qhristians and are responsible for its 
application to the open sores of the 
world have been too dainty and deli- 
cate to face the true conditions, and 
as @ result We are a race of moral 
and physical lepers. We are warring 
saveges and wear our Christianity 
like a cloak te cover our rottenness. 

“The world is degenerating on that 
account, and that alone. We have not 
fought the moet serious evila with 
our religion, The church has been 
talking about theological sins and 
neglected the sins of which the. sci- 
entist and the family physician were 
constantly thinking. ani deploring. 
We were treating the sins of the in- 
dividual sinner and fcrgetting those 
greater social evils that were a can- 
cer at the heart of this evil world. 

“Of the twenty millions of school 
chilren in this country more than 75 
per cent. are defective physically. Out 
of 1500 school children tn the Bowery 
fistrict of New York onty 164 were 
fcund sound tn body and mind. Every 
time the population deubles in Amer- 
ica insanity quadruples. One person 
out of each ninety in our country has 
one of three venereal diseases and 
exposes the other eighty-nine con- 
stantly. These figures are taken from 
reports to the American Medical As- 
sociation. They are net the guesses of 
purity cranks. There are 10,000 mur- 
ders in this country annually, and 
only an average of 103 are ever pun- 
ished with the death penalty for the 
crimes. There are 15,000 suicides in 
America every year. 75.000 die of 
cancer every year, 160,000 die from 
the dreadful white plague. Most of 
these contagious diseases could be 
prevented if we were physically and 
morally clean. These are the 
scourges of sin. These can only exist

Dr. Robert F. Coyle, pastor of West- 
lake Presbyterian Church, preached 
yesterday on the subject, “God's Word 
to Us.”
